Wires Calgary Herald Stating McFarland in Error---Sign-up 
Campaign Must Come First---Committee Issues Statement 


Calgary, August 21. 

The Herald this morning received 
the following wire from Aaron Sapiro, 
San Francisco: 

“San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 20. 

“Deeply regret resignation of John 
1. McFarland. 

“I had a conference with five mem- 
bers of the wheat pool committee and 
we agreed on every detail. 

“The present plan of immediate cor- 
poration and campaign for signatures 
is absolutely sound. 

“Please advise Mr. McFarland that 
{t is impossible to make arrangements 
for elevators or financing or person- 
nel before the sign-up campaign. But 
these three things should be handled 
by special committees working at the 
same time with the sign-up campaign. 

“On the elevators, I recommend 
contracts of use with option of pur- 
chase, but no purchase immediately 
at the start. 

“On financing, I recommend = ar- 
rangement for advance payments by 
loans from banks of approximately 
three-fourths of the present cash price 
in Alberta. 

“On management, I believe’ the 
Committee on personnel should se- 
lect an experienced man for general 
manager and that ‘technical 
should be selected by the

vincial pool to handle the selling and 


other technical problems for the 
three provincial organizations. 

“Trust that 75 percent. of the far- 
mers of Alberta will sign the agree- 
ments and create an effective 
this week. 

“I krow this will be the best thing 
they have ever conceived for sAtber- 
ta. (Signed) Aaron Sapiro.” 

Mr. Sapiro’s ‘telegram was sent in 
answer to a wire sent to him Mon- 
day by the Calgary Herald, the  ob- 
ject being to arrive at a definnite un- 
derstanding of what Mr. Sapiro advis- 
ed so that all parties might unite in 
following it: 

The telegram sent to Mr. Sapiro ‘by 
The Herald follows: 
ust 20, 1923. 

“Aaron Sapiro, San Francisco, Cal.: 

“John MoFarland and two other 
members of the wheat pool committee 
have resigned, declaring it is fatal to 
the pool that the farmers he asked to 
sign a binding contract, disposing of 
their wheat for five years without 
any arrangement having been made 
in advance to sign-up to secure ele- 
vators, management and financing. 

“Mr. McFarland, in a letter, states 
that the ‘basic principle in  co-oper- 
ative marketing, as outlined by you, 
has not been followed in signing up 
fanmers before these arrangements 
were made by the ‘committee of sev- 
enteen. 

“The pool was given letters of in- 
corporation Saturday, with seven 
trustees named. The drive for signa- 
tures started today. 

“Would appreciate full statement 
from you as to soundness, or other- 
wise, of the procedure followed by 
the committee and as to the alleged 
violation of your principle. 

Please rush wire at our expense.— 
Calgary Herald.”

For the information of the canvas- 
sers the following statement of the 
Provincial Wheat Pool Committee was 
issued Monday morning by Chairman 
H. W. Wood and Secretary W. J. 
Jackman, after the committee had 
considered the statement made public 
by John MoaFarland. 

“In view of the very fine spirit that 
has so far prevailed since the organi- 
zation of a wheat pool was under- 
taken, it would be very regrettable 
if any unnecessary controversy should 
now arise. 

“The organization committee felt 
that it had a mandate from the wheat 
growers of the province to organize a 
wheat pool if at all possible, to handle 
the wheat ‘crop of 1923. All the mem- 
ders of the committee worked hard 
and earnestly with that end in view, 
‘and throughout endeavored to act 
in accordance With the various recom- 
mendations made by Mr. Sapiro. 

“Mr. McFarland’s principal reason 
for resigning is stated as follows: 
“When it became finally apparent that 
the farmers of this province weré to 
be asked to sign a binding contract 
disposing of their wheat for five years, 
without any arrangements having 
been made to deal with the basic prin- 
ciple of the whole system of co-opera- 
tive marketing as outlined by Mr. 
Sapiro, and which ‘in my opinion is 
vital to its success, ‘I was compelled 
to vote againsnt the contract and ten- 
der my resignation as a member of 
the committee.’ In other words he 
would have definite arrangements 
for acquiring elevators completed be- 


fore the farmers are asked to sign 
contracts. 
“This lis directly contrary to the 


advice given ‘by Mr. Sapiro. 
sald--using his own words: 
“First you have to organize, 
actually sign up the growers; 
second, you have got to get ready 
to receive the wheat; third, you 
have got to get ready to finance 
that wheat; and fourth you have 
gol to get ready to sell the wheat.’ 

“That was the order of action Ie 
advised—get contracts signed — first, 
then deal with elevator companias 
fer storage accommodation, next, 
with the banks for financing, and then 
get ready to sell, that is, through your 
manager. The committee therefore 
organized to get the contracts signed 
first as the necessary basis for posi- 
tive negotiafions., 

“Mr. Sapiro definitely advised the! 
committee that acompanied him tol 
Banff to ascertain the attitude of the} 
elevator people but to make no defl-|

nite negotiations until we knew the 
extent of the ‘contract sign-up. 

“The committee agreed with 
Sapiro, as it is difficult to see how 
intelligent arrangements can be made 
until definite knowledge tan be had 
of the amount of wheat that will be 
in the ‘pool. 

“The extent of the demand for a 
pool, as shown by the number of con- 
tracts actually signed, must be the 
foundation on which the whole orga- 
nization will be built. 

“In this connection it may be said 
that it is not falr to suggest that the 
association can operate if only 10 per 
cent of the acreage is signed up. The 
contract is clear that if 50 per cent of 
the acreage is not signed up, every 
grower who has signed a_ confract 
may refuse to continue with less than 
a 50 per cent pool. No man can be 
bound against his will to a smaller 
pool. At the same time provision_Is 
made that should the sign-up result 
in somewhat less than 50 per cent 
of the acreage the association may 
continue in the expectation that the 
balance will be obtained. 

“In the opinion of the committee 
the contract as drawn is entirely ‘in 
accordance with the ideas of Mr. Sap- 
fro on the points raised by Mr. MeFar- 
land, and that it {s a safe one for the 
grower to sign. 

The last provision inserted tis a 
measure of protection for the grower. 
It fully protects him in allowing him 
to dispose of his crop until such time 
as the association is complete to 
handle the crop. 

“Finally, the committee would 
say in regard to the contention 
that arrangements for elevators 
should be made before contra‘cts 
are signed, that Mr. Sapiro’s ad- 
vice was, in their understanding, 
clear and positive. It was, to get 
your contracts signed first. Then 
your pool will be in a position to 
talk on a firm and definite basis 
with the elevator companies. 

“We cannot agree with Mr. Mc- 
Farland that that programme, as 
advised by Mr. Sapiro, should have 
been changed.” 

The Committee would also call your 
attention to the following informa- 
tion. With reference to advances 
there seems to be an impression that 
no initial payments will be made for 
grain delivered at qguntry elevators. 
When the pool is in operation, an ad- 
vance will positively be made for 
grain delivered, the amount of this 
advance will be determined by the 
Board of Trustees in accordance with 
sound bankfng ‘practice. 

There seems to be an impression 
that wheat cannot be sold in the mean- 
time. Growers may certainly sell and 
deliver wheat anywhere and to any- 
body up to the date the association an- 
nounces publicly {hat it is ready to 
operate. 

Finally, bear in mind that this is a 
co-operative pool and that the contract 
is one between one farmer and anoth- 
er farmer, not between the farmers 
and some outside organization, and 
that you have absolute control over 
your own officers by annual election 
and recall. :

THE WHEAT POOL 
IN RED DEER 


Mass Meeting Endorses Wheat Pool 
—Board of Trade and Citizens 
are Supporting Movement—Sign-up 
Week, August 20th to 25th. 


The Council chambers were filled to 
seating capacity on Saturday night 
last at the meeting called by G. W. 
Smith, M.L.A., to discuss the propos- 
ed wheat pool Owing to the meet- 
ings in the west country lasting later 
than expected, Mr. Smith was unable 
to be present at the commencement of 
the meeting, and B. S. Hogg, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade, acted as 
chairman. Besides a large number of 
citizens and residents of the district, 
there were in attendanre at the meet- 
ing, Mayor Collison, J. R. Weston of 
the S.S.B., Ralph Patterson, Manager 
of the Central Alberta Co-operaiive 
Shipping Association, and officers of 
other local organizations. 

After a short address, in which he 
pointed out the sympathy with the 
pool idea existant in the city and 
district, and expressed the view that 
the proposed pool] with its five-year 
contract was the logical means cf bet- 
tering the present unfair method of 
wheat marketing, the chairman called 
on R. A. Van Slyke to introduce the 
scheme. 

This speaker gave a very eloquent 
address. He stated that he -had for 
some years followed with a great deal 
of interest the question of co-oper- 
ative marketing as .practiced in other 
places and for other products. There 
was no doubt in any one’s mind that. 
the farmers of Western Canada and 
more particularly the large wheat 
growers, have great reason for dis- 
satisfaction in the present marketing 
system. The proposed wheat pool, 
with its attendant co-operative mar- 
keting of the wheat, seemed to be at 
least a partial remedy. The idea 
was tofeedthe market with wheat as 
it was demanded, not flood the mar- 
ket and depress the price. Personally, 
he had harvested crops for eighteen 
years in Red Deer and shipped over 
40 Ocars of grain, and only once had 
he sold at the peak price. That time 
he gotit by accident. He. was satisfied 
that the proposed organization could 
do no worse and might do a lot bet- 
ter. 

Everyone who had ‘heard Sapiro 
speak was an enthusiastic supporter 
of the pool. Sapiro pointed out the 
way to act and gave his reasons why 
it should be successful. Merchandis- 
ing methods must be applied to the 
sale of wheat. He instanced the 
case of the Burley ‘Tobacco growers 
of Kentucky. Their annual income 
per family before organization was 
$339.00. Their organization cost them 
$42,000:00, They were opposed by 
the American Tobacco Company, the 
strongest company in the world. But 
other companies puchased from the 
pool at the pool's price, and the 
American Tobacco Company had to 
fall into line. At the present time 
the per family income of the growers 
was four times what it was, and the 
first advance made them on _ their 
tobacco is more than their former 
price. 

Continuing, he stated that it was 
eighteen years since the first co-oper- 
ative association was formed in Cali- 
fornia. Now there are 21 commodities 
handled co-operatively and California 
is the wealthiest state in the Union, 
with the best schools, homes and 
roads. 

In the speaker's opinion, the farmer 
was the poorest paid of any person in 
a basic industry. Figures proved 
that in North Dakota, for instance, 
last year it cost the farmer $1.44 to 
raise one bushel of wheat, and it sold 
for less. In his opinion, the bankers 
do not deserve the blame they thave 
been getting. He was surprised that 
they had found it possible to finance 
as they have done the farmers who 
were in a losing business. Conclud- 
ing, the speaker stated that he was 
prepared to sign the contract at once. 
His advice to the farmers present was 
also to sign at once and then support 
the pool at all times and in every pos- 
sible way. Every one signing would 
be in a mutual company. 

The chairman called on Ralph Pat- 
terson to give his views on co-oper- 
ative marketing. He stated first that 
he was not primarily interested in 
grain growing, but could give definite 
{information of the results of co-oper- 
ative marketing of Hvestock in this 
district. Some 200 cars of stock 
have been handled by his association 
in this district. They have been able 
to reduce the cost of handling 65c per 
hundred pounds, or $95.00 per carload, 
and had made a‘saving of over 
$15,000:00 on this item alone for the 
farmers of the district. He had no 
longer to chase prospective buyers 
over the map, but instead the buyers 
call and ask the prices. Sapiro 
statedthat Canada’s wheat crop was 
sold and resold 30 times. Surely a 
system of co-operative selling of the 
wheat should make for some saving. 

Mayor Collison spoke briefly, stat- 
ing that the farmers had the best 
wishes of every good citizen and 
would, if they wished it, get any pos- 
sible assistance. Personally, he felt 
that the pool, handled by competent 
Persons, would mean dollars to every 
signer of the contracts. 

H. Wallace, president of the local 
U.F.A., read the contract, a copy of 
which appears {n other columns of 
this paper, and there was consider- 
able discussion of its general context 
and the meaning of individual clauses. 

W. J. Botterill raised the question 
of the handling of the coarse grains 
and the possibility of the “elevators 
refusing to take it, as they were fu!l 
of wheat, but was assured that under 
the pool system the elevators «were 
less likely to become plugged than 
heretofore, and under the Canada 
Grain Act the elevators could not re- 
fuse to accept the coarser grains.

Several persons had written asking 
whether they could obtain help from 
Hebrideans, and the Secretary report- 
ed that he had advised that these pe2o- 
ple were all settled. 

The secretary produced correspond- 
ence with the Atlas Lumber Company, 
and his reply in connection with the 
spur track back of their property. 
He reported that he had made appli- 
cation to the inland fisheries depart- 
ment to have Sylvan Lake — stocked 
with inland game fish. He drew 
attention to the plams of the Bruce 
Old Boys societies of Edmonton and 
Calgary and their plans to hold a 
pienic in Red Deer each year. It was 
left to the Secretary to«take the mat- 
ter wp with them if necessary. 

Letters from the St. John Board of 
Trade dealing with the development of 
the maritime ocean ports, and from 
the Calgary ‘Auto Club re. Red Deer 
camping ground, were ordered filed. 

The Stampede committee of the 
G.W.V.A. wrote asking for the sup- 
port of the Board in their coming 
Stampede. It was put on record that 
the Board ‘was strongly in €:yor of the 
project and would give every possible 
assistance. 

The Winnipeg Tribune had wired 
asking the attitude of the Board on the 
action of the Senate in throwing out 
the Canadian National bill dealing 
with branch line construction. The 
President reported that he had wired 
in reply condemning that action and 
supporting the recommendations of 
Sir Henry ‘Thornton. 

The Board of Trade of Rocky Moun- 
tain House wrote at length advocat- 
ing the opening of a motor road be- 
tween that place and Nordegg. They 
asked that the Board here take the 
first step to. get action. Alfred 
Speakman, M.P.P., who was a visitor 
at the meeting, reported that he had 
been trying to get this road opened, 
but owing to the fact that part of it 
ran through the forest reserves he 
had found it difficult to get action. 
He thhad to get both the Department 
of Public Works and the Forestry De- 
partment in line. He hoped to get ac- 
tion in the near future. No action 
was taken by the Board in the mat- 
ter, 

W. E. Lord, ‘chairman of the roads 
committee, reported on the matter of 
the east bridge approaches and _= on 
his recent visit to Edmonton to hear 
Mr. Doolittle of the Good Roads 
Association. His report stated that 
the department would do nothing to 
the road east except provide the sur- 
vey. The Municipal District of Pine 
Lake would do nothing. The people 
across the river wanted the road very 
much and had offered td help consid- 
erably in the work. The matter was 
referred ‘back to the committee to try 
and get something else done. 

After considerable discussion of the 
wheat pool, a report of which appears 
in another column, H. Willson submit- 
ted the report of the free picnic com- 
mittee on the July 2nd_ picnic. He 
reported that after all expenses were 
met there was a, surplus of $72.00, 
and advised that this be placed in a 
trust fund for next year's picnic.

RED DEER 1923 FAIR 
HAD SURPLUS 


The Directors of the Agricultural 
Society met Friday night in the Coun- 
cil Chambers. There was no business 
of importance to ‘be considered except 
the reception of the report of the 
Secretary, Ralph Patterson, as to the 
finances of the Association and the 
result of the recent Fair. He report- 
ed that the accounts were not audit- 
ed and he was unable to state with 
absolute accuracy. the standing of the 
Association, but could do so with a 
possible error of a few cents. Since 
he had taken the position of secretary 
he had received money from all sour- 
ces totalling $10,414.93. The accounts 
paid or to -be paid to his knowledge 
for.the balance of the year total 
$6,443.12, leaving a surplus to be ap- 
plied on the association’s indebted- 
ness of $3,971.81. He pointed out that 
the receipts included the Provinctal 
Government grant which should prop. 
erly be credited to the receipts of last 
year's Fajr, but the fact remained that 
the debt of the Association could be 
reduced by nearly $4,000.00. 

The report was received with en- 
thusiasm by the meeting. In view of 
the money lost over the midway, 
through no fault of the directors, and 
in face of the prevailing shortage of 
money, it was felt that 1923 was en- 
titled to be called the best year ever. 

An expenditure this year that ap- 
parently more than paid for itself 
was the $500 expended on the baseball? 
tournament. ‘The big saving over for- 
mer years was in the secretarial du- 
ties and in the gates. 

A letter was read from the Stam- 
pede committee of the G-W.V.A. 
They wished to have the Association 
‘purchase the corrals and chutes to be 
erected by them on the fair grounds. 
They offered them to the Association 
at one half their approximate cost, 
but the feeling of the meeting was 
that as the Association had no finan- 
cial interest in the fair grounds, and 
was still in debt, with no funds im 
sight until next year’s fair, no further 
liabilities should be taken on. 

Some rather acrimonious discussion 
took place over a statement by the 
‘Secretary that he had pald the pe;I- 
try exhibitors their prize money but 
that the Poultry Association had de- 
manded further money, basing their 
claim on a motion passed at a meet- 
ing of the association on May 18th. 
The motion that was carried at that 
time reads: “That we grant $100.00 
to the poultry prizes and that the 
entry fees in this section he also 
allotted towards the prizes.” The 
Poultry Association held that this en- 
titled them to further mpney as the 
prize money paid out im the poultry 
section was only $88.00. No one at 
the meeting interpreted the motion in 
that sense and the Secretary was 
commended for his refusal to make 
further payment.

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STOPPING A SQUEALER 


By Hugh F. Grinstead. 


The summer after his graduation 
from the university, where he had 
specialized in geology, Scott McCall 
spent a month prospecting the 
Kiamichi Mountains of eastern Okla- 
homa. He was in the employ of a 
company that ‘hoped to find novaculite, 
or “Arkansas stone,” and open up a 
quarry. Novaculite is a fine-grained 
siliceous rock from which whetsones 
and oilstones such as razor hones and 
the hones used by dentists, jewelers 
and engravers are made. The valu 
able stone had been found in Arkan- 
sas just across the state line, where 
the quarrying of it constituted an im- 
portant industry. 

After spending a few days examin- 
ing the formation about one of the 
old quarries in the Hot Springs dis- 
trict, young McCall went to his new 
field. He left the railway at a little 
station near the stateline and hired a 
half-breed Chocaw to haul him and 
his outfit over a mountain road to the 
head of Buck Creek, where ‘he made 
camp. After assisting him to set up 
the tent, the Indian departed, promis- 
ing to come back in four weeks. 

McCall found himself in a rugged 
and sparsely settled region. Pine and 
cedar timber covered some of the 
peaks: long stretches of oak, hickory 
and walnut were growing on the slop- 
es. The only evidence of civilization 
were bands of half-wild hogs of the 
razor-back type and an occasional 
lean cow. The nearest house was 
five miles from camp. 

It was near the middle of July when 
McCall began prospecting, but in 
spite of the ‘hot weather he went on 
long tramps every day, carrying in a 
knapsack over his shoulder a small 
aneroid barometer, a geologist’s ‘ham- 
mer and a clinometer for measuring 
the dip of a vein or the slope of a 
ledge. 

At the end of three weeks he had ex- 
plored nearly every stream bed, bluff 
and ridge within a radius of ten miles 
without having discovered any prom- 
ising indications of the stone. 

From a bee hunter he learned of a 
peculiar outcrop of white rock  far- 
ther down one of the streams than he 
had prospected. Returning from a dis- 
appointing search in that direction 
late one afternoon, he came upon a 
dozen gaunt, sandy hogs rooting 
among the bunches of thin grass that 
grew in an open glade. There were 
an old sow and five or six ‘half-grown 
pigs, an aged stag and several young- 
er hogs; they were feeding on gras.- 
nuts; a small bulb that resembles wild 
onion. Some of the creatures bore in 
their ears the mark of their owner; 
some had not even that slight sign of 
domestication. When they caught 
sight of ‘him they darted into the 
Drush at the edge of the glade. 

Three pigs rooting among the leayes 
of a fallen tree top had failed to hear 
the warning whoof of the old sow 
above the rustle of dead Jeaves and 
twigs. They did not see the strange 
creature walking slowly up behind, 
and when McCall stopped within a 
rod of them aud slapped ‘his hands to- 
gether they squealed in terror and 
dashed away blindly. Two of the pigs 
tore across the open ground in the 
direction of the old hogs, but the 
third scuttered under the tangle of 
dead) ranches, throngh which it 
could see the open ground and safety 
beyond. Between two ¢close-growing 
limbs the size of a man’s arm the 
creature thrust its head. But it had 
miscalculatedthe size of the opening: 
halfway through it sfopped = and 
wriggled backward. As it came back 
it moved sidewise where the crack 
was narrower, and its head stuck fast! 

Like pigs of.every ‘age and breed, 
it began to struggle and squeal lustily 
when it found that it could not free 
itself; then with usualb porcine obstin- 
acy it crowded its neck closer into the 
crotch instead of moving back a few 
inches in the opposite direction. 

Hoping to release the struggling 
captive, McCall sprang forward and, 
dropping to his knee, reached into the 
tangle of small branches. At that 
moment he heard an unsual noise and 
turned to see not only the old sow but 
the entire band bearing down upon 
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him from the fringe of undergrowth 
barely fifty yards away. Their raucous 
grunts blended into a roar of rage. 
With bristles naised, the angry beasts 
were charging fearlessly to the rescue 
of their mate. It was hard for McCall 
to believe that those swift, ferocious 
creatures were even remotely related 
to the well-fed lazy porker of ‘the 
farm. 

He was not long in concluding -that 
he must get ‘beyond reach of their 
champing jaws. Even at that dis- 
tance he -could see the gleaming 
tusks of the old stag, one rip from 
which would almost ‘sever a limb. The 
nearest tree was more than a hundred 
feet away, and McCall knew that he 
could not reach it ahead of the racing 
swine. Before him was the fallen tree 
top, which was little more than a 
brush head. iApparently the tree had 
been down two or three years; the 
branches were dead and _ broken. 
There was one, however, that thrust 
upward and outward and appeared to 
be large enough to sustain his weight. 

The band of clamoring hogs were 
within twenty yards of the boy when 
he jumped upon the tree trunk and 
crawled out upon the half-rotted 
branch as far as he dared. The hogs 
were below him in an instant, circling 
round the fastened pig. Some of them 
stood with their forefeet upon the 
tree trunk, ripping the bark loose 
with their teeth and glaring up = at 
their quarry. McCall involuntarily 
crept out farther upon the branch un- 
til a warning crack brought him to a 
halt. 

Trembling and fearful, he watched 
the infuriated hogs milling almest 
within reach of ‘his feet. The old 
stag had champed his tusks together 
until flecks of blood showed on the 
foam that dripped from his jaws. At 
every fresh outburst from the pig 
some of the beasts would crowd in 
closer. Once the old sow’ reared 
against the slender branch as 
if she would try to shake him off in 
her fury, and McCall momentarily ex- 
pected to feel his perch collapse. 

Apparently encouraged by the pres- 
ence of so many loyal defenders, the 
pig ceased its outery for a few minut- 
es, and all the hogs except the old 
sow retreated a few vards; some of: 
them began to root in the grass. But | 
when McCall changed his position 
slightiy to ease his cramped legs, the 
pig mistook the movement and began 
squealing again. More vicious than. 
ever, the hogs all crowded forward, 
and the crush of their bodies seemed 
likely to snap off the dead branch and 
land the victim of their wrath in their 
midst. McCall feared that another 
such onslaught would be his undoing: 
apparently the only way to induce the 
hogs to stay back was to keep the pig 
quiet. If he could get a few yards 
Start. ‘he thought he might be able to 
run and reach a safer place for he 
now believed that the hogs would not 


,leave the squealing pig to follow him 


far. But how was he to keep the pig 
from making an uproar and bringing 
them upon him the moment he touch- 
ed the ground? 

A downward glance showed him the 
heady eyes of the pig looking up at 
him. The little animal was not di- 
rectly under him but at one side; in 
its efforts to get as far as ‘possible 
from the man the terrified creature 
had wedged itself tighter than ever.

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HARVEST ORGANISATION 


It appears probable that Western 
Canada this year is going to have the 
largest crop in dts history. In spite 
of some losses, hail, excessively 
heavy rains, and touches of frost here 
and there, the crop promises well. 
This means a demand for large num- 
bers of harvesters, and extraordinary 
efforts are being made to meet it. 
The Atlantic steamship companies 
have taken what we think is the un- 
precedented step of running harvester 
excursions from Great Britain, which 
have been taken advantage of to an 
astonishing extent, thosuands of men 
having been brought to Canada by 
means of them, most of whom will 
probably settle in Canada to Canada's 
gain. Various public bodies, such as 
boards of trade are making special 
efforts to obtain a sufficiency of labor 
for the fields. In all a considerable 
volume of organizing work is being 
devoted to secure the great harvest as 
efficiently as possible. 

It seems as if the individual far- 
mers might do more in the direction 
of organization for harvesting. There 
seems to be too many cases of far- 
mers searching anxiously at the last 
moment for hired men to help them, 
and on the other hand there seems to 
be too many harvesters arriving at 
different points with quite vague ideas 
as to where they can obtain work. We 
do not hear of bodies of farmers in 
various districts meeting as soon as 
the prospect of a big harvest became 
clear, and drawing up any sort. of 
regular systematic plan for helping 
each other and getting an appropniate 
supply of labour in due time. 

Would it not be possible to improve 
matters in this respect? Could not 
all the farmers in each district send 
in to their post office or to their 
municipal councilors in as good time 
as possible a notice of the number of 
extra hands wanted, and could not a 
Vist be posted at every railway station 
giving the numbers of men wanted in 
that district, where they were wanted, 
and what wages were being offered, 
so that incoming harvesters could be 
promptly distributed where wanted? 
So far as closer co-operation amongst 
themselves is concerned, the personal 
equation seems to be the farmers’ 
stumbling block Neighbours appear 
sometimes to find it more difficult to 
accommodate themselves to one = an- 
other's idiosyncrasies ‘than to those of 
complete strangers present for a 
short time for the special work of 
harvesting. There is sometimes a re- 
luctance among neighbours to con- 
cede priority of harvesting to one an- 


other. It ds feared that there is oa 


good deal of wastage of time and 
effort as a result, and men try to do 
shorthanded and with undue fatigue 


work which by harmonious 
ation could be done both more quick- 
ly and more efficiently. This is the 
old weakness of the farmers, but now 
that political organization is 
followed by marketing organization, it 
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being

Freight Rate Reductions—To en- 
courage Western farmers to purchase 
cattle, hogs and sheep at public mar- 
kets and ship them to their farms, 
the Canadian National Railways have 
made a reduction in the freight rates 
of 2 percent. of the regular livestock 
mileage rates. The object of this is 
to promote the feeding of cattle here 
instead of them being slaughtered at 
the stock vards when not in the best 
of condition for domestic use and to 
prevent them being exported for the 
finishing process, in which case Cana- 
da receives no further benefit from 
them. When there are any good 
breeders among the cattle, ewes or 
hogs, they are picked out by a repre- 
sentative of the Dominion Govern- 
ment and set aside.

Wheat Pool Contract Is Approved By 


Committee 


Will Be Used During “Sign-Up” Week 


Calgary, August 16—Providing for 
the co-operative marketing of wheat 
through a central selling agency to 
be known as the Alberta Co-oper- 
ative Wheat Producers, Limited, the 
form of agreement between the wheat 
growers who are willing to join the 
pool and the association, formed and 
controlled by the members of the 
pool themselves, was {issued for publi- 
cation on Thursday. The form of 
agreement consists of twenty-seven 
clauses, a number of which are divid- 
ed into sub-sections and fully out- 
lines in legal form the ‘covenant to 
be entered into by all signers with re- 
gard to the co-operative selling of 
wheat. 

Following is the compicte text of 
the contract: 

Alberta Co-operative Wheat 

cers Limited. 
AGREEMENT 


This agreement made this... 
day of August A.D. 1923, between 
Alberta Co-operative Wheat Produ- 
cers, Limited, a body corporate form- 
ed under “the Co-operative Associ- 
ation” act of the province of Alberta 
with its head office at Calgary, in the 
province of Alberta, hereinafter eall- 
ed “the association” of the First Part, 
and ‘the unndersigned, a person con- 
cerned in the production of wheat in 
the province of Alberta and the mark- 
eting of the same, hereinafter called 
“~The Grower,” of the Second Part. 

WHEREAS, the undersigned Grow- 
er desires to co-operate with others 
concerned in the production of wheat 
in the province of Alberta and in the 
marketing of same, hereinafter refer- 
red to as Growers, for the purpose of 
promoting, fostering and encouraging 
the business of growing and market- 
{ng wheat co-operatively and for elim- 
inating speculation in wheat and for 
stabilizing the wheat market; for 
co-operatively and collectively hand- 
ling the problems of Growers for im- 
proving in every legitimate way the 
interests of growers in the_province 
of Alberta and for other pertinent 
purposes; 

AND WHEREAS, the Association 
has been formed under,“The Co-oper- 
ative Associations act” of the prov- 
ince of Alberta with full power to act 
as agent, factor, mercantile agent 
and attorney; in fact, to handle wheat 
produced and delivered to it by its 
members, and with such further pow- 
ers as are set forth in its memoran- 
dum of association; 

AND WHEREAS, the grower is de- 
sirous of becoming a member of the 
association and of entering. together 
with other growers, into this contract 
with the association; 

AND WHBREAS, this agreement. 
although individual in expression, is 
one of a series either identical or 
generally similar in terms between 
the association and growers of wheat 
in the province of Alberta shall con- 
stitute one contract between the sev- 
eral growers of wheat in the province 
of Alberta signing the same and this 
association; s 

Terms of Agreement 

NOW THIS AGREEMENT WIT- 
NBSSBTH that, in consideration of 
the promises and in consideration of 
the covenants and agreements on the 
part of the association as hereinafter 
set forth, and in consideration of the 
execution of this agreement, to one 
similar in terms, by other growers of 
wheat in the province of Alberta, and 
in consideration of the mutual obliga- 
tions herein set forth, the parties 
hereto hereby agree to and with each 
other as follows: 

1—It is expressly provided and 
agreed that, if. by the 5th day of 
September, A.D. 1923, signatures by 
growers of wheat and the owners, pur- 
chasers, share-crop purchasers, tenant

be equal to fifty per cent of the acre- 
age in wheat in the province of Alber- 
ta in the year 1923, shall not have 
heen secured to this agreement, or an 
agreement similar in terms, the asso- 
ciation shalt notify every subscriber 
hereto thereof before the eighth day 
of September, A.D. 1928. by notice

3. Theassociation agrees to act as

6. The grower hereby appoints the 
association his sole and exclusive 
agent, factor and mercantile agent 
within the meaning of “The Factor's 
Act” of the province of Alberta and 
sary, incidental or convenient for the 
purpose herein set forth, with ‘full 
power and authority in its own name, 
in the name of the grower or other.

(b) To mingle and mix the wheat 
received by the association from any 
grower with wheat of like kind and 
grade delivered to the association ‘by 
other growers and, in its discretion, 
clean, condition, blend or process the 
same, subject always to the laws for 
the time being ‘in force governing the 
same. 

(c) To borrow money in the name 
of the association, and on its own ac- 
count on the wheat delivered to it or 
on any warehouse or storage receipt 
or grain receipts or on any accounts 
for the sale thereof or on any drafts, 
bills of lading, bills of exchange, not- 
es or acceptances, orders, or on any 
commercial paper delivered therefor 
and to exercise all rights of owner- 
ship with limitation and pledge in its 
name and on its own account such 
wheat or receipts or accounts or 
drafts, bills of lading, notes, accept:

paper as collateral therefor. The 
money so received pro-rata’ among 
the growers who have executed thie 
agreement and delivered wheat to it 
or to use the said moneys for any 
proper association purpose or activity 
deemed by the association to be in 
the best interests of its members. 


To Build Up Reserve 

(ad) To pay or retain and deduct 
from gross returns from the sale of 
the wheat delivered to it by the grow- 
ers, the amount necessary to cover all 
brokerages, advertising, taxes,  ofls, 
freights, elevator charges, legal ex- 
penses and all other proper charges 
such as salaries, fixed charges, and 
general expenses of the association, 
and, in addition, the association may 
deduct such percentage, not exceeding 
one percent. of the gross selling price 
of the wheat as it shall deem desir-

21—Inasmuch as the remedy at law 
would be inadequate and inasmuch as 
it is now and ever will be imprac 
ticable and extremely difficult to de- 
termine the actual damage resulting 
to the association, should the grower 
fail so to deliver all of his wheat,

They were driven by the men of 1860, 1870 and 
1880 and drawn, in many instances, by venerable 
nags that looked as if they, too, had survived the 
days of the rutted prairie trails to walk through a 
city that was but a dream when their work began.
